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Polled In First Student-Run Survey 

With this issue of STUFF, the results of Saint Joseph’s College first student-run 
eon rse/ instructor evaluation survey are presented. The survey form and questions asked 
were taken fifom Purdue University’s much-respected and widely-used faculty evaluation 
poll. With the financial assistance and advice of the college Department of Institutional 
Research and the Student Association, STUFF initiated, directed, and finally adminis- 
tered the survey last December 10 and 11 in selected classes.

A total of 160 classes were evaluated— over 90% of the total number possible. The 
approximate 10% that were not surveyed was due to teachers refusing to be evaluated, 
and because of the heat breakdown which forced classes to cancelled. Once classes 
were' resumed, conflicts often arose witli final examinations and other factors. 
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Starting below and continuing on succeeding pages, the survey results are presented 
by faculty members in alphabetical order; - 

TEACHER’S NAME is followed by the course number and total number of students in 
the class. Only one section of each course was surveyed unless a special request 
was made by the teacher. When a faculty member taught more than one 
course, his name is omitted before his other courses.
